MAIDENHAIR (Adiantum pedatum). A _ beautiful dwarf 
type with feathery circular fronds. Thrives best in rich, 
moist, shady location. 

POLYPODY. Dwarf, 6-inch evergreen type; grows naturally 
as a rockery fern in shade. 

WOODSIA (Woodsia ilvensis). Another dwarf rock fern with 
downy foliage, not evergreen.
